The rules have to be strict to restrict 
the activities of chiselers, and they have to be strict to limit 
the use of a reasonable amount of discretion by ration boards 
because in many communities politics play a much larger 
part in administration of anything than they do here in 
Andover. There are chiseling drivers and there are ration 
boards which let other considerations than real legitimate 
need influence their decision. And because there are chisel- 
ing drivers, legitimate drivers are penalized—and because 
there are unpatriotic ration boards, those boards who are 
capable of using a reasonable amount of discretion are re- 
stricted in that use. 2 

And so, we suppose, it’ll have to go, until such time as 
Americans can really become Americans.

Our Responsibility for Today’s World 


| Their argument and hope is 


somewhat vaguely related to the 
thesis of Joseph McCabe, the Eng- 
‘lish atheist or agnostic who held 
that because of all the cruelty, and 
murder, and sacrifice in the world 
there could be no God. Let me 
quote a few passages from a chap- 
ter on the Futility of Belief in God 
from his book, “The Story of Re- 
ligious Controversy,” 

“From near the dawn of religion, 
which was many tens of thousands 
of years ago, horrible things have 
been done, and grotesque things be- 
lieved, in the name of God. I am 
merely asking you for a moment to 
admit to yourself that you hold that 
God, your God, looked down com- 
vlacently from his state of blessed- 
ness during long pages upon all 
the grisly blunders and tortures of 
the children of men, yet might have 


one generation.” 

“Cruel things were done for cen- 
turies, and are done today all over 
the world, in the name of God. And 
God is still silent. He was silent 
when women were drowned as 
witches, and honest men were 
buried as heretics. He is silent 
when the ill-educated preacher tells 
the agonized mother that the soul 
of her dead and unbaptized babe 
burns, and will burn forever, in the 
most appalling fires the human 
imagination ever pictured. Few 
plead for God outside the Christian 
churches. The 


belief is slowly 


dying. And God is still silent. He 
might write in letters of fire across 
the firmament at night, and we 
should all return to our knees. He 
is silent.” 

I submit to you the argument for 


the necessity of Divine interference 
into human affairs because of our 
dire extremity is weak. What Mc- 
Cabe and others want is a theo- 
cratic totalitarianism when things 
are bad but when everything is 
going our way God can go to an- 
other corner of His universe and 
play Heavenly chess or checkers 
in peace. We don’t have time this 
morning to discuss the problem of 
evil which involves the contentions 
of some skeptics and agnostics, but 
we ought to make a statement or 
two which should raise valid ques- 
tions in the minds of those who be- 
lieve God should write in flaming 
letters across a night sky, bring us 
to our knees, destroy Hitler and hig 
crowd, and give us peace. 


God created man a.free agent.

There was to be 
struggle for physical life as well as 
for the spiritual.

Our Responsibility for 


Today’s World 


One of the most discouraging as- 
pects of troubled living in today’s 
upset world is the disposition of the 
individual to allow his elected and 
appointed leaders to do all the 
thinking and all the planning for 
post-war peace and prosperity. This 
follows a historical pattern for 
peoples generally have followed 
their leaders in war and in peace. 
This ‘laissez-faire’ attitude of the 
mind is also qa result of a lack of a 
sense of responsibility for what is 
happening in our world. 

Let me show you the substance 
of the picture in a clearer focus. If 
we are to assess blame for the pres- 
ent World War where shall we 
point to culpability? Shall we hold 
responsible the International Car- 
tels, those monopolies of business 
which defy nationalism and which 
seek dollars anywhere in the world, 
even though those dollars’ be 
drenched in the blood of men and 
women? Shall we point the finger 


* of scorn at militarists, whether they 


be German, Japanese, French or 
American, and say that these by 
their preparation, by their propa- 
ganda, by practiced subtlety, 
brought on the present conflict? 
Or would you indict a Hitler, or 
Mussolini, or Tojo as the ultimate 
causes of this War? Does the Ver-

sailles treaty, the suspicion France 
had of Germany so markedly shown 
in the building of the Maginot Line, 
the economic conditions of Europe 


in the twenties and the thirties, or 
the failure of our country to be- 
come a part of the First League of 
Nations secure your vote as being 
largely -or solely responsible for 
bringing on this war? Or would you 
say politicalism that was bankrupt, 
or internationalism that was weak, 
or the age-old striving for balance 
of power were the causes? 

Would you point to a vacillating 
leadership, a statesmanship that 
lacked vigor and directness, breadth 
and depth of an international con- 
cept and hold these accountable? 
The whole gamut of possible and 
potential causes of World War II 
cannot be suggested or implied in 
our brief discussion this morning. 
But there are two other possible 
causes I should like to call to your 
attention. 

Several times within the last few 
months I have been brought up 
rather sharply by persons who 
found it difficult to understand why 
God did not stop the awful butcher- 
ing that was going on at all battle 
fronts. To them there was no prob- 
lem involved in His pulling the 
strings and removing Hitler, Goe- 
ring, Goebbels and other important 
enemy personages from the scene

If we accept the premise that 
man is a free agent, we must accept 
the inescapable conclusion to which 
logic will lead us that man may 
be cruel to man, that man may 
even kill man. History proves this 
assertion. Even the poet says, 
“Man’s inhumanity to man, makes 
countless thousands mourn.” we 
must therefore conclude that the 
cause of World War II is man, 
though the immediate causes may 
be certain, Specific individuals. Per- 
haps. this Statement may sound 
trite, but let us examine it in these 
remaining few minutes. 


Had man exercised the authority 
endowed in him as a free agent, 
had he protested vigorously the en- 
croachments of totalitarian forms 
of government, had he aligned him- 
self with international sentiment 
or peace, had he denounced in- 
creasing expenditures for arma- 
ments, had he forsaken some of his 
unjustifiable nationalism, had he 
done these few things there would 
have been no war and we would be 
at this moment grappling with prob- 
lems that must now wait for a solu- 
tion after the conflict’s end. Man’s 
failure — the average man, — the 
common man’s failure to accept a 
full responsibility for his world al- 
lowed others to step into the breach 
and do with it and with them, what 
they pleased. 


We are paying the price of our 
own lethargy and stupidity. No 
amount of blame placed upon God, 
or Hitler, or other causes can re- 
move the blame at our own door. 
What did we do to prevent this war 
—what are we doing to bring it to 
an end—what are we doing and go- 
ing to do that this world shall have 
peace for generations to come? 
This sense of personal responsibil- 
ity must be ours, we who are cre- 
ated with certain unalienable 
rights. For if we have rights and 
privileges in the world, and we do, 
we must also accept the fact that 
we have a responsibility. 


There are those who are measur- 
ing up to the high office of their hu- 
manity. The world needs the com- 
mon man to set it free and to bring 
it peace,
